Sheriff James White said Ken- 


nedy assaulted a Chana farmer 
during an argument in Kings, and 
assaulted and threatened to kill 
the chief deputy when he was 
being taken to jail in Oregon. 


Drew Knife, 


White said Kennedy apparently 


got into an argument with Wil". 
Ham Engelkes, rural route, Ghana, 
in a Kings tavern Friday night. 
The argument shifted to the street 
where Kennedy drew 'a knife and 
threatened Engelkes. Bystanders 
took the knife from Kennedy and 
caJled- the sheriff's, office. 


Twigg arrived 
on the scene 


shortly before 10 o'clock, handcuf- 
fed Kennedy, and slarted to drive 
to Oregon. He 'was accompanied 
by his wife. 


Twigg said that during the ride. 


Kennedy threatened to Wil him] 
saying he could "Lick anything in 
the army." 


Twigg also quoted Kennedy a 


saying, "I served four years in th 
army, and I know how" to kill neo 
pie."

Twigg said Kennedy struck him 


a glancing blow on the head am 
created such a disturbance that he 
stopped the car. 


Kennedy then jumped from the 


vehicle, but when Twigg nied t 
shot into the air, Kennedy return 


Twigg had driven the car on 


highway 64 to a point west of the 
Chana corner when Kennedy again 
struck at him with his hands and 
the deputy stopped the car. 


Kennedy again jumped from the 


auto and started running. 


Twigg shoute^ several times to 


Kennedy to halt, but he continued 
running. 
The deputy then fued 


several times into the air, and 
when Kennedy kept going, he aim- 
ed at his legs and fired. The bul- 
let struck the running man in the 
hip.

It goes to some facet of French character, some aspect 


of the national make-up, which prevents France from dealing 
realistically with the 20th century world, either on the indus- 
trial or the political level. 


The French businessman, on the whole, has never fully , 


embraced the methods of mass production, or the technical j 
wonders of the age. His notions of capitalism were out of j 
date in America by 3900. French workers never have gained 
a fair share of their country's industrial wealth, and it i 
against this basic inequity that they are really protesting. 


French managers perpetuate inefficiency through rigged 


price schemes. They hoard their profits. They discourage 
expansion. And, to top it all, they dodge their taxes, thus 
casting a still more intolerable burden on workers' backs.

As if this were not enough, the French have shown al- 


most no stomach for the great world power struggle in which 
all peoples are inescapably caught.

man by man and rock by rock— and cart it off to some South 
Pacific haven, the French undoubtedly would be all for it. 


It's no accident that' most French governments fall on a 


minor issue. Leaders and citizenry alike never can bring 
themselves to get past minor matters and come to grips with 
major realities. 


The French do not have much more time left for grow- 


ihg up to this tough world. Unless they do, they may find 
they have condemned their country to 'a stunted future in 
which xveakness and frustration and an overpowering sense 
of defeat will be the tragic marks.

house and bedding plant found in 
all fnim and 
,-ity communities. 


Many people, buying plants at Me- 
monal or Mother's Day, feel that 
geraniums are high piiced. As «. 
mutter of fact, a huge-sued gera- 
niuni 
has 
occupied 
gieenhouse 


bench space for a iclntivcly long 
time, and lew prices are impos- 
sible. The geranium can. however, 
be easily propagated in the home. 


Geraniums are easily grown from 


stem cuttings (popularly known us 
slip!.). 
Such stems .should 
be 


about six inches long, and all but 
the ba.siil leaf or two should be 
left on the cutting. The lower end 
mny be dusted with a rooting pow- 
der (available from most florist.* 
or garden supply stores) or may 
be left untreated. 
Rooting pow- 


ders reduce the time required for 
rooting and are widely used com- 
mercially. 


The cutting is then placed in R 


light but shaded place with its 
lower inch in moist sand. At », 
60 degree F. temperature, rooting- 
should take place in three weeks. 
The cutting may then be potted. 
for growing. 


Sometimes disease organisms at- 


tack the succulent geranium stems 
and cause them to rot. Such losses 
may be i educed by using rooting 
powder, since the sooner the cut-' 
ting it out of the sand, the less like- • 
ly it is to be attacked by disease. 
Dusting the cut surface with pow-" 
deied sulfur or fermate will also' 
help. 


If geranium propagation is be-- 


gun in the fall, good plants for 
spung can be grown from a leaf- 
bud cutting. 
Remove a 
single 


leaf with only enough of the stem 
tissue to retain the bud which ia~ 
found in every leaf axil. Place it in 
the sand with the bud exposed to 
the light. The l*af-bud will root as 
quickly as a stem cutting but will 
require more time to develop into 
a large plant.

The government is trying to de- 


poit the singer on the ground that 
he became ineligible for citizen- 
ship by claiming exemption from 
military service as an alien during 
World War II. 


The McCarran Act forbids entry 


into this country of any alien who 
can never become a citizen. 


In Haymes' case, it was re-entry. 


He was returning to the U.S. main- 
land after visiting Rita Hayworth 
in Honolulu. 


His lawyers 
quoted the 1355 


treaty as guaranteeing the rights 
of citizens of Argentina and the 
United States in each others' coun- 
try. They said it exempted citizens 
of the two nations from all com- 
pulsory military service in the 
other.
